I am requesting funding for the Melas-Meadows Pedestrian Bridge in fiscal year 2024. The 

entity to receive funding for this project is Mount Prospect located at 50 South Emerson 

Street, Mount Prospect, Illinois  60056. The funding would be used to launch design 

engineering for a shared-use (pedestrian and bicyclist) bridge over Northwest Highway and 

the Union Pacific Railroad connecting Melas Park and Meadows Park. The project is an 

appropriate use of taxpayer funds because it will greatly improves safety by eliminating 

pedestrian crossings of U.S. 14 (Northwest Highway) and the UPRR.
